did not quite reach the presvar level, Production of byicks and 
coment tiles began to decline in the first half of 1952. 


Building Jccessorics and Other Products - Production of cooking 
stoves, bath hanters, coppers and refrigerators began to fall canily 
in 1952, and tho yearly totals wero gcnerally below the 1950=51 
figures. Tho following comparisons of output in Janurry-dune TO5L

THE SEASON: 


Rainfalls over the State in July were lightcr than in the preced- 
ing four months exccpt ovcr somc central parts where renowed flooding 

of the Nepean, Macquarie and Lachlan river systems caused damage to 
stock, crops and pastures, More floods also occurred in August in the 
Nepean and Hunter Valleys. Wheat sowing in Southorn and Central 
districts was delayed through wet weather but clsewhere crops are report= 
ed to be progressing well, Pastoral conditions gonerally are favourable,
